STALLHOLDERS will hold 
showdown talks with Dudley 
Council bosses to persuade 
them to rethink plans for a 
£6 million masterplan for 
the town’s market. 

Around 3,000 market 
traders and residents have 
signed a petition opposing 
the planned revamp being 
considered. 

The second round of a 
consultation ended at the 
start of December with 
about 300 people taking 
part. Ward Councillor Mal¬ 
colm Davis, the head of the 
petition, has welcomed the 
news of a meeting between 
council officers and traders. 

“It seems the council is 
listening and we hope they 
will agree to look at the 
whole scheme again,” he 
said. “We have one of the 
best markets here in Dud¬ 
ley - better than most in the 
country.” 

Councillor Davis said the 
talks had been arranged 
ahead of the central Dudley 
area committee meeting on 
January 31. 

He added the 3,000-strong 
petition would still be pre¬ 
sented to the committee 
whatever comes out of the 
earlier meeting. 

Under the proposals the 
market place would be 
revamped and new stalls 
with canopies installed. 

The number of stalls 
would be reduced from the 
current 74 pitches.

Hundreds are 
backing bid 
on city status 

HUNDREDS of signatures have been gath¬ 
ered in just a week on a petition supporting 
Dudley’s bid for city status. The town is one 
of 26 in the running for a change of status 
in 2012 to mark the Queen’s diamond 
jubilee. 

The town’s chamber of commerce has 
launched an online petition to give people a 
chance to get behind the project. So far 504 
people have signed. Paul Bennett, president 
of the organisation, said: “It is important 
that people from all communities get behind 
this bid for city status. 

“A successful bid can only be a good thing 
for the economic growth of the borough.” 

The petition calls on people to show their 
commitment to “a vibrant and prosperous 
city where people are proud to live, learn 
and work and where businesses are keen to 
invest”. 

The bid was submitted in May 2011 and 
highlighted Dudley’s history and heritage 
as the “jewel in the crown” of the applica¬ 
tion. Council bosses say the bid is for the 
entire borough and areas including Stour¬ 
bridge and Brierley Hill are key to the suc¬ 
cess of the project. 

Dudley Council leader, Councillor Les 
Jones, said: “The nature of our bid was 
carefully considered as our borough is made 
up of four main township areas, all of which 
must maintain their own unique, individual 
identity. With a population of more than 
300,000 we are bigger than the majority of 
our competitors.”

WATER company Severn Trent has apologisd to an elderly 
couple after they were stranded in their home for 10 days 
when sewage flooded their garden. More than six inches 
of water trapped Ron and Iris Hyde in their house. 

Mrs Hyde, aged 85, uses a walking 
frame and only the back door is con¬ 
venient for her to use. 

She relies on their car to get around, but 
it was out of bounds as neither of them 
could wade through the ankle-deep 
sewage. Staff at the Ockerhill convenience 
store next door took them food as they 
could not go shopping. 

Water firm Severn Trent was repeatedly 
contacted by the couple and their neigh¬ 
bours, and finally drained the area on New 
Year’s Eve - 10 days after the flood first 
started on December 21. 

Engineers had visited three times during 
that period but Mr and Mrs Hyde said they 
failed to tackle the problem. 

The water appeared to have risen 
through a drain and manhole cover near 
the back door of the house in Toll End 
Road, but workers have struggled to find 
the root cause. 

Smell 

Mrs Hyde said: “I think it really has 
been unacceptable. 

“The smell has been terrible from the 
sewage and we shouldn’t have had to put 
up with this for so long.” 

She said a similar problem occurred 11 
years ago and engineers then believed it 
was down to a problem in the pipes net¬ 
work under the road. 

Severn Trent issued an apology to Mr 
and Mrs Hyde but was unable to say why 
the situation had taken so long to deal with 
and put right. 

Spokesman Sara-Jane O’Kane said: 
“Severn Trent would like to apologise to all 
those affected by the sewer flooding in Toll 
End Road. 

“We understand this must have been a 
terrible situation, especially at this time of 
year.” 

She said there were many blockages over 
the festive season which were caused by 
extra fat, oil and grease being deposited in 
the sewers from households.

Morrisons 
bid aims 
to bring 
in 70 fobs 

A LEADING supermarket 
has unveiled plans for a 
major new store in the Black 
Country which will create 70 
new jobs. 

Morrisons wants to 
demolish its existing store in 
Kingswinford, and replace it 
with a new 40,000sq ft 
development. 

Under the plans, the 
replacement supermarket 
would be built on disused 
industrial land next to the 
present store in Stallings 
Lane. 

The old store would con¬ 
tinue trading until construc¬ 
tion of the new building had 
been completed. It would 
then be demolished and the 
land used to expand the car 
park. 

A petrol station would 
also be built at the site as 
part of the proposals. 

Nearly 300 part and full¬ 
time staff presently 
employed at the supermar¬ 
ket would be transferred to 
the new building. 

The 70 jobs created would 
be entirely new and add to 
the existing workforce. 

Officials say plans had yet 
to be submitted to Dudley 
Council for consideration as 
they first wanted to get the 
opinions of neighbours. 

An exhibition will be held 
in a marquee at the existing 
store’s car park on January 
10 between 9.30am and 
7.30pm for people to see the 
plans.

Woman's lucky escape 
as car wrecks her home 


A WOMAN had a lucky escape when a car 
ploughed through the front of her house and 
demolished part of a wall, just feet away from 
where she was standing making a drink.

Sonia Mander said that 
she felt lucky to be alive 
after the car hit her semi¬ 
detached home in the Black 
Country. 

Part of the front wall of 
the house, in Grange Lane, 
Stourbridge, was destroyed 
by the smash and debris was 
sent flying. 

The back of the Volkswa¬ 
gen Golf crashed into the 
house as Miss Mander was 
preparing to go to bed. 

The impact sent a back 
wheel on the car flying off 
and wrecked a section of 
wall next to the house’s 
front door. 

Miss Mander said it was 
the latest in a series of 
crashes on the road. 

She is calling for action to 
be taken to prevent any fur¬ 
ther incidents. 

Her partner Matthew 
Darby, aged 31, had gone out 
for a drink but rushed home 
when she called him to say 
what had happened. 

She said: “I was shaking 
from head to toe, it scared 
me so much but I’m just 
really lucky. 

“I was making a coffee in 
the kitchen and I heard a 
loud bang. I turned around 
and the wall was coming in 
and I could see the back end 


of the car. I jumped over the 
rubble and tried to find out 
what had happened,” she 
added. 

The male driver of the car, 
aged in his 20s, was not 
injured in the crash, which 
happened at 10.50pm on 
December 30. 

Miss Mander, a supervisor, 
said she had spoken to the 
driver after the crash and 
said it “could have been so 
much worse”. 

She added: “We have to 
walk past the front door to 
go up the stairs, so I could 
easily have been in the way 
when it happened, and I 
wouldn’t be here now.” 

Insurance 

The pair, who have owned 
the house for five years, now 
face a wait for the insurance 
claim to go through. 

The front of the house is 
boarded up and they now 
have to enter their home 
through the back garden. 

Mr Darby, a machinist, 
said: “Something has got to 
be done to stop all the 
crashes on this road.” 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Lee Page said 
officers attended the scene 
but no arrests were made.

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Hospitals 
revealing 
personal 
data leaks 

PERSONAL details of 
patients have been leaked 
dozens of times at hospitals 
in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire, it has been 
revealed. 

There have been 38 data 
breaches across the region’s 
NHS hospital trusts in the 
past five years. The figures 
were revealed under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

There were 12 recorded 
leaks at the Dudley Group of 
Hospitals. Seven saw staff or 
contractors breach data 
rules, and in five cases 
details were either lost or 
mislaid, including in July 
2009, a doctor giving a foster 
mother’s address to the 
child’s biological parent. 

Paula Clark, chief execu¬ 
tive of The Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, 
said: “Protecting patient in¬ 
formation is very important 
to us and we continually re¬ 
inforce this with our staff.” 

Mid Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust leaked in¬ 
formation 14 times, at Sand- 
well and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust there 
were five breaches. There 
were seven leaks at The 
Royal Wolverhampton Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust, but there 
were no breaches at the Wal¬ 
sall Healthcare NHS Trust. 

Oak tree is 
to be felled 

PLANS to chop down a large 
oak tree outside a Dudley 
house have received the 
backing of officials. 

The tree which is between 
two properties in Ellowes 
Road, Lower Gornal, is said 
to be in “poor” condition 
and part of its canopy needs 
removing due to health and 
safety. 

The applicant Mark 
Beardsmore wants it to be 
felled due to its condition. 

“Overall it is considered 
that as the tree will likely 
decline over the next few 
years it is considered that it 
would be appropriate to fell 
the tree,” a report said.

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Littering 
fines rise 
to 2,200 

MORE THAN 2,200 fines 
have been handed out to 
people dropping litter in the 
Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire in 12 months. 

Anyone caught littering 
the street faces a penalty 
notice carrying a fine of up 
to £80. 

It has generated tens for 
thousands of pounds for 
council coffers inthe region. 

Council bosses say resi¬ 
dents are concerned about 
littering with one describing 
it as “unacceptable and inex¬ 
cusable”. 

There have been 394 peo¬ 
ple fined in Dudley since 
April 2010 but council 
bosses said this was a drop. 

Cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment and culture, Coun¬ 
cillor David Stanley said: 
“Littering is totally unac¬ 
ceptable and inexcusable 
and during the last full 
financial year our enforce¬ 
ment officers issued hun¬ 
dreds of fixed penalty fines 
for a range of offences. 

“If people fail to pay fixed 
penalty notices we have 
shown time and time again 
that we will not hesitate to 
take a court prosecution. 

In Sandwell 1,581 fines 
have been given out. 

Around 112 were for chil¬ 
dren and teenagers who had 
to do a litter pick instead of 
paying the fee.

CYCLING groups will be 
staged in Stourbridge to 
encourage people to get on 
their bikes. 

The Stourbridge Bicycle 
User Group (STOURBUG) 
will hold novice rides on the 
second and fourth Sundays 
of each month from Mary 
Stevens Park, starting on 
January 8.

Police weapons seizure includes 


WEAPONS including almost 20 guns a 
knuckleduster and stun gun have been 
recovered from children as young as 11 in 
the West Midlands over the space of a year, 
new figures have revealed. 

Police have also taken a handgun - possi¬ 
bly a replica - from a 12-year-old and 
removed a ball bearing gun found with a 13- 
year-old. 

An iron bar, CS gas and baseball bats 
were all seized from youngsters under the 
age of 18. 

Police chiefs said they were working hard 
with young people across the region to raise 
awareness of the dangers of carrying a 


weapon. The figures released by the West 
Midlands force through the Freedom of 
Information Act show in total 254 weapons 
have been taken off youngsters between the 
ages of 11 and 18 across the region between 
April 2010 and March 2011. 

Imitations 

Among the haul was 18 handguns includ¬ 
ing some which were imitations. Kitchen 
knives, craft knives, lock knives and a razor 
have all also been taken off youngsters. 

Chief Inspector Sally Seeley said: “West 
Midlands Police continually works to raise 
awareness of the dangers of carrying a 


weapon, of any nature, particularly with 
young people living in the region. 

“The possession of an illegal weapon, 
regardless of age, is a serious offence and 
will be dealt with robustly. The education of 
youngsters is a vital part of trying to make 
it culturally unacceptable to carry a weapon. 

“Officers work with schools and colleges 
to ensure pupils are aware of the dangers, 
and the ‘Tooled up?’ package is a major part 
of our overall strategy to tackle violent 
crime. 

“We want everyone between the ages of 
11 and 16 to receive education about knives 
and knife crime and to fully comprehend the

seriousness of the situation, so that, at the 
very least, they can make a conscious deci¬ 
sion rather than taking an unconscious 
journey.” 

Youngsters 

Figures released by Staffordshire Police 
also show that 46 youngsters in the county 
have been involved in crimes with an offen¬ 
sive weapon between November 2010 and 
the end of October this year in locations 
including streets, homes and schools. 

The force said in a statement it was work¬ 
ing hard to “clamp down on violence and 
anti-social behaviour in all of its forms.” 


No puzzle for Geoff as his 
cartoons draw on real life 


From an audition to a beach in 
the summer - all British life is 
depicted in these cartoons by a 
veteran Black Country artist. 

They take him more than two weeks 
each to produce - but end up in 1,000 
pieces when they are sold as jigsaws. 

Geoff Tristram, of Stourbridge, has so 
far completed nine for German manufac¬ 
turers Ravensburger and hopes they will 
prove popular across the globe. 

WH Smiths and Amazon are already 
stocking up on the 27in x 12in jigsaws, 
some of which were inspired by locations 
across the Midlands. 

Each scene features scores of characters 
in different situations, with minute details 
that appear as the puzzle is put together. 

Caricatures 

During his 35-year career Mr Tristram, 
of Wollaston, has painted caricatures of 
snooker players at the World Champi¬ 
onships in Sheffield and written a series 
of comedy novels. 

This latest project came about when the 
56-year-old sent Ravensburger some of his 
ideas and asked if they were interested. 

The first piece he produced was “Talent 
Show” - a chaotic scene featuring a sword 
swallower, an Elvis impersonator, a con¬ 
tortionist and others auditioning for 
“Britain’s Got Strictly X-Rated Talent on 
Ice”. 

Each image takes him between two and 
three weeks to complete. He starts with a 
theme, and then makes a list of possible 
characters, before drawing them on trac¬ 
ing paper. 

He then traces them again on to the 
main drawing board, slowly building up 
the scene and fitting in extra details. Each 
picture is set in a fictional place with com¬ 
ical names such as Knotworth Bothryn- 
withe, which is used in a High Street 
scene based on Wollaston. 

Mr Tristram, of Eggington Road, said: 
“You need plenty of detail for jigsaws as 
otherwise a lot of the pieces would be too 
similar. ” 

He said he was “very proud” of the car¬ 
toons and had enjoyed coming up with 
some of the jokes. He added: “The manu¬ 
facturers are very keen for the jigsaws to 
have plenty of humour, but you sometimes 
have to make sure they’re either not too 
subtle, or not too crude.”

Hopes to improve village traffic flow 


MEASURES to improve traffic flow 
through Gornal are being consid¬ 
ered by councillors following an 
upgrade of a busy bus station.

Bosses from the authority said 
proposals were still at a very early 
stage and the work, when agreed, 
would be carried out in the 2012/13 
financial year. 

The work follows improvements 
to Gornal Wood Bus Station which 


are scheduled for completion early 
in the New Year. 

Four new shelters have been 
installed at the busy interchange fol¬ 
lowing months of talks between the 
council and transport authority 
Centro. 

Parking 

Councillors will also consider cre¬ 
ating additional parking in the vil¬ 
lage but any work would not take 


place until another financial year. 

Council highways officer Peter 
Vangeersdaele said: “Presently ward 
councillors for Gornal are consider¬ 
ing proposals for what traffic man¬ 
agement would be appropriate for 
the area. 

“This could include the introduc¬ 
tion of restricted waiting times in 
some areas or double yellow lines in 
others.”

Farming 
shop gets 
backing 

A FARMING and machin¬ 
ery store aims to open an 
outlets on a Kidderminster 
trading estate creating up 
to 35 jobs. 

TFM plans to revamp a 
former cash and carry ware¬ 
house soit can create the 
store near Hoo Farm Indus¬ 
trial Estate in Worcester 
Road. 

The shop intends to sell a 
wide range of agricultural 
products, DIY tools and gar¬ 
dening equipment’ 

It will also sell a range of 
outdoor clothing and 
footwear. 

The firm has applied for 
planning permission and 
the scheme has been recom¬ 
mended for approval by offi¬ 
cers at Wyre Forest District 
Council.

The site has been on the 
market for five years but 
had not received any inter¬ 
est from firms other than 
TFM. 


The hotline was also for 
catching outside groups 
which falsely obtain con¬ 
tracts or grants. 

The authority set up the 
scheme in October so people 
and workers can blow the 
whistle on staff or groups 
they believe are wrongly 
using the authority’s cash 
and equipment. 

Councillor David Blood, 
cabinet member for finance, 
said: “The fraud hotline is 
receiving an average of five 
calls per month.” 

He added: “This is an 
excellent start. So far we 
have two investigations on 
going and no prosecutions to 
date. 

“Taxpayers, service users, 
local people and the council 
all have a vested interest in 
ensuring that council money 
and property is protected 
from those who seek to steal 
or misuse it.” 

Specialist 

As part of the scheme res¬ 
idents and council staff are 
able to report any suspicion 
of fraud which will then be 
investigated by a specialist 
team. 

This includes fraudulently 
getting cash people are not 
entitled to, including pay¬ 
ments for contracts, supplies 
or grants. 

It can also include the 
stealing or misusing of coun¬ 
cil resources, such as stores, 
equipment, vehicles or 
buildings belonging to the 
authority.

Kris loins 
the fight 
on cancer 
tablets 

A KIDDERMINSTER man 
with leukaemia says he has 
been inspired by the birth of 
his first son to fight plans to 
stop giving out “life-saving” 
cancer drugs on the NHS. 

The tablets cost £30,000 
per patient a year. 

Kris Griffin did not know 
how long he would survive 
when he was diagnosed with 
chronic myeloid leukaemia 
four years ago but now his 
son Luca has now been born 
using sperm he banked at 
the time he says he is deter¬ 
mined to help others. 

He was prescribed Dasa- 
tinib, which gave him back a 
normal life expectancy, and 
he and his wife Kelly then 
decided to try for a baby. 

The 36-year-old is fighting 
for other victims to have 
access to the drug, which is 
under threat of being axed 
from the NHS after recom¬ 
mendations from the Nat¬ 
ional Institute for Health 
and Clinical Excellence. 

Mr Griffin, of Selba Drive, 
said: “The drugs I take every 
day keep me alive.” 

He went to Parliament to 
meet MPs campaigning to 
keep the drugs. Mr Griffin, 
who works in marketing and 
PR, said: “I think I made a 
slight ripple in a rather big 
pond.”

work to repair glassworks to get underway 


WORK to repair a historic former glass¬ 
works will finally get under way next week 
after months of delays - kick-starting plans 
for a £5 million museum at the site. 

Problems with an insurance claim have 
held up the work at the old Stuart Crystal 
factory in Wordsley after a huge blaze 
ripped through the building in May. 

Developers originally expected the 
repairs to be done within weeks of the fire 
but it has been set back by a series of prob¬ 
lems. The start date for the work has been 
put back a number of times. 

However, bosses insist it can go ahead 


after the new year celebrations. They want 
to get it done so planning can continue for 
a £5m glass museum linked to the nearby 
Red House Glass Cone, via an under¬ 
ground tunnel. The roof needs to be 
removed as it is still resting in the position 
where it collapsed during the fire. 

Damaged 

The upper levels of the walls will be 
taken down as they were badly damaged by 
the flames. 

David Freer, director of site owners Com¬ 
plex Developments, said: “The work will 
get started and should only take a maxi¬ 


mum of four weeks with a good headwind. 
There have been a few problems and we 
wanted to get it all done before the weather 
gets too bad.” 

Mr Freer said that the overall timescale 
for the museum project should not be 
affected. 

An application for European funding is 
currently being drawn up and should be 
submitted in the coming months. 

There were fears the building would 
have to be demolished, throwing the 
scheme into doubt, but engineers decided 
that the main structure could be saved 


after it underwent a series of inspections. 
The blaze in May also gutted the building 
and left a great deal of damage to some of 
the walls. 

Since then there have also been a num¬ 
ber of vandalism attacks which included an 
arson attack in one of the other six units 
on the site. 

Transformed 

Under the plans, the six listed buildings 
on the Stuart Crystal site would be trans¬ 
formed into a new glass museum with an 
underground link to the Red House Glass 
Cone. 


Major new supermarket to 
replace town's office block 


PLANS for a new supermarket in the heart of 
Dudley town centre will be submitted in the 
spring, bosses have announced. Developers 
are currently drawing up proposals.

They are planning to 
build the store on the site of 
run-down office block, 
Cavendish House. 

Under the plans the 
empty building will be 
knocked down to make way 
for the scheme. 

Dudley Council has been 
working towards a new 
supermarket for some time 
believing it would help to 
kick-start regeneration and 
create hundreds of new 
jobs. 

Cavendish Quarter Prop¬ 
erties Limited - a sub¬ 
sidiary of Abstract 
Securities Ltd is working 
with the council on the pro¬ 
posals. 

The firm plans to clear 
the site as well neighbour¬ 
ing land to build the super¬ 
market. 

Spokeswoman Lisa Men- 
nie said the developer was 
working towards submit¬ 
ting a planning application 
to the council some time in 
the spring. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration 
Councillor Angus Adams 
has previously welcomed 
the scheme saying it would 
be “major element” of the 
town regeneration. 


While Abstract’s develop¬ 
ment director, Christopher 
McPherson, said the pro¬ 
posed development would 
“anchor an historic and 
prominent gateway into 
Dudley.” 

The firm has now begun 
legal discussions to acquire 
surrounding land. 

Cavendish House in 
Trindle Road has stood 
empty since a security firm 
moved out in 2008. 

Residents in the town 
have been campaigning for 
the run down building to be 
demolished. 

Drivers 

They said the building, 
which can be seen by thou¬ 
sands of drivers along Dud¬ 
ley Southern Bypass each 
day, was an “embarrass¬ 
ment”. 

Many of the windows are 
boarded up or broken and it 
has become a target for van¬ 
dals. 

When plans for the town 
were unveiled in 2008 it 
was originally hoped that 
Cavendish House could be 
transformed into a hotel 
but the scheme never got 
off the ground.

A DUDLEY man dubbed the “sixth 
member” of rock band Def Lep¬ 
pard has told how he has suffered 
a “torture beyond belief”, caused 
by a little-known medical condi¬ 
tion. 

Keyboard player Richard Hancocks, 
whose stage name is Dick Decent, believes 
he has fluoroquinolone toxicity syndrome - 
“poisoning” by antibiotics prescribed to him 
more than two years ago for a prostate infec¬ 
tion. 

Since then he has often been in agony for 
long periods, with tendon and joint prob¬ 
lems, unable to walk or even talk - and has 
not been able to work. 

He has spent his life savings of £20,000 on 
treatment and natural medications in the 
Republic of Georgia and friends from the 
music business, including Def Leppard lead 
singer Joe Elliott, recently raised £3,300 for 
him in a gig, called Doing the Decent Thing, 
at The Roadhouse in Stirchley, Birmingham. 

Condition 

Dick, aged 51, who lives with his partner 
of 26 years, Sara Beardes, and their children 
Sophie, 16, and Harry 10, in Boundary Hill, 

Lower Gornal, believes he has the condition 
after taking Ciprofloxacin. 

“The last two years have been a torture 
beyond belief,” he said. 

“I have been in pain and cannot take med¬ 
ications like anti-inflammatory drugs 
because they exacerbate my problems.” 

Dick diagnosed himself when he stumbled 
across a description of fluoroquinolone tox¬ 
icity syndrome on the internet.

Do we really need all 600 MPs? 


PAT McFadden quite rightly argues 
that local community identity is a key 
issue in looking at the way we wish to 
be seen and democratically repre¬ 
sented. 

What we are missing in this debate 
is the need to fundamentally question 
the functions and therefore the compo¬ 
sition and size of Westminster Parlia¬ 
ment. What is best dealt with at the 
regional, the local and national levels. 

What is the case for 600 or 200 MPs? 
It’s argued we still need 600 so that all 
constituencies are roughly the same 
size in terms of voters and that they 
maintain the local link. Clearly not all 


constituencies will generate the same 
amount of local work and more funda¬ 
mentally, we need to question why 
members of Parliament should be 
spending much of their time and tax¬ 
payers resources on local issues. 

We all know that people do not stay 
still, they move around and the popu¬ 
lations of local areas go up and down. 

It is inevitable with the approach 
proposed that boundaries will continu¬ 
ally have to be revised. 

So much for the argument that the 
link between MPs and the local is para¬ 
mount. 

With Scotland, Wales, Northern Ire¬ 


land and more especially London well 
down the devolution track with more to 
come, the functions of Westminster and 
its size and costs have to be questioned. 

We are in sight of Westminster 
becoming, on domestic matters, a 
wholy English Parliament with deci¬ 
sions about policies in Newcastle, Pen¬ 
zance and Dudley all being taken in 
London or by its agents. England is too 
complex for this approach to be sus¬ 
tainable and any outcomes, rather than 
numbers an alternative is needed.

The days when shopping 
was a hands-on business 


ALTHOUGH memories tra¬ 
ditionally associated with

done in the not-so-distant past. One 
example is the over-head cash car¬ 
riers - a network of wires almost a 
ceiling level - connecting shop 
counters to cashiers’ offices. 

Little metal canisters clattered 
along these wires conveying the bill 
and our money to the shop’s central 
cashier. The return trip brought us 
our change and the receipt. 

Grocery stores such as those run 
by George Mason, or the Co-opera¬ 
tive Societies, favoured these carri¬ 
ers. The last one in the Black 
Country ceased to function in 1987. 
It had been used in a menswear 
shop in Cross Street, Willenhall. 

Every trade had features that 
have now become fond memories. 
One trade that seems to exhibit a 
sense of history and tradition is the 
preparation and sale of meat. Many 
butchers’ shops are still local family 


businesses, and many promote nos¬ 
talgia but putting a picture of their 
business “back in grand-dad’s day” 
on display. 

These often show a shop-front 
covered in displays of meat. Some¬ 
times staff pose with the tools of 
their trade - evoking such phrases 
as “family butcher” and “slaugh¬ 
tered on the premises”. 

Think of a butcher and you will 
find that you recall wonderful tiled 
interiors, worn wooden chopping 
blocks and a world where there was 
always sawdust on the floor. 

If such memories seem gruesome 
allow yourself to dwell on the mem¬ 
ories of other shops - perhaps you 
liked sweet shops where the prod¬ 
ucts were all stored in large jars, or 
pharmacies where rows of drawers 
behind the counter seemed to con¬ 
tain every conceivable cure for 
every condition. 

Some dream of shoe shops that 
seemed like caves lined with thou¬ 
sands of cardboard boxes, or 
toyshops that were especially entic¬ 
ing to children.

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Zoo celebrations to begin in May 


CELEBRATIONS marking the 75th 
anniversary of the opening of Dudley 
Zoo will begin in May, it has recently 
been announced. 

Bosses have revealed they are planning a series 
of commemorative events for visitors in honour 
of the milestone. 

The first one is scheduled to take place on May 
6 - the date the zoo in Castle Hill first opened to 
members of the public back in 1937. 

Before then, staff will be busy working on sev¬ 
eral exciting new projects around the 40-acre site, 
including creating a new walk-through attraction 
called Penguin Bay so visitors can get a close-up 
to the animals. 

This will involve changing the layout of the 
penguin pool used by the 60-strong group of rare 
Humboldts. 

Elsewhere on site, improvement work will be 


carried out on the tiger enclosure to create an 
eye-level glass viewing area offering new views of 
the animals. 

In May restoration work will get under way to 
bring back to life the 1958 chair lift, which trans¬ 
ported visitors 125 feet up Castle Hill before 
being it was closed due to fears over safety in 
2000 . 

The lift was opened by comedian Richard 
Hearne, who played the madcap character Mr 
Pastry and John Price, was one of the first to ride 
it. 

Revamp 

It is expected to be completed by mid-summer 
and it is part of a £1.15million project paid for by 
the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Other work as part of the scheme will include 
the restoration of four of Dudley zoo’s famous 
Tecton buildings. 


The revamp will include the landmark wave 
entrance to the zoo and also the bear ravine. 

Bosses are also working on plans for a new 
£300,000 ‘welcome plaza’ which will have a shop 
and a cafe. 

There will also be a family toilet block and 
ticketing points next to the flamingos, chair lift 
and camels. 

Meanwhile for younger visitors there will be 
additional play equipment installed throughout 
the site. 

Chief executive Peter Suddock said: “It’s going 
to be a fantastic year. 

“Not only is it our 75th anniversary, we’ll also 
be finalising plans for the new entrance, retail 
complex and Tecton interpretation centre which 
will go on public display. 

“There will be additions to the animal collec¬ 
tion and, of course, the chairlift will be restored, 
so there’s a lot to celebrate.” 


Cautious welcome over 
interest on clubhouse 


AN EYESORE former clubhouse in Stour¬ 
bridge could remain disused for a long time 
to come despite fresh interest being shown 
in the site from buyers, according to a coun¬ 
cillor. 

Stourbridge War Memorial Club, in Ambl- 
ecote High Street, has stood empty for 
nearly a decade and has been hit by fire, bad 
weather and disuse. Agent Lee, Shaw Part¬ 
nership today said the site was once again 
being considered by potential buyers. 

But Councillor Pat Martin, who has called 
for action at the site for many years, said 
she believed it would be a while before 
progress was made. 

She said any developments for the site 
would be strictly limited because of its loca¬ 
tion on a main road and next to three sets 


of traffic lights. “I am pleased to hear there 
is some interest in the site again but we 
have been here before a number of times 
over the past 10 years,” she said. 

“This building cannot be used as a club or 
venue again simply because of its location. 
When the war memorial club was first built 
there things were very different. 

“There are far more vehicles on the road 
now. Building a venue at this spot would 
lead to traffic chaos on a busy road and 
main route into and out of Stourbridge town 
centre. It would be excellent if the site was 
sold but what would go there?” 

Councillor Martin said the best option 
was if the site was put to community use or 
if it could be taken over by Stourbridge FC 
which has its ground nearby.

Bosses say the venture has never run at a loss and is con¬ 
tinuing to cover its £140,000 a year running costs by its 
income. 

Other markets across the region have struggled such as 
the private-run Brownhills which was axed earlier in the 
summer and Willenhall which is running at a £50,000 loss. 

Some markets are continuing to do well including the 
main Walsall site which is making a £136,00 profit a year. 

Dudley Market cabinet member Cuncillor Tim Wright 
said: “The market’s running costs are around £140,000 
each year to cover staff salaries, refuse removal and minor 
repairs.” 

He said the area’s sole outdoor market has never oper¬ 
ated at a loss as costs are covered by rent charges.

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Campaign to save Hippodrome Ma v° r has h 'o h h °p es

A CAMPAIGN has been launched to 
save a historic theatre from demoli¬ 
tion - amid hopes it could be restored 
to its former glory by volunteers. 

The old Hippodrome in Dudley opened in 1938 
and was turned into the Gala Bingo Hall until it 
closed in September 2009. 

But it now stands empty in Castle Hill - and 
Dudley Council has said the building could be 
torn down. 

Campaigners want the site to be reopened as a 
theatre and say it could attract thousands of vis¬ 
itors to the town and be part of the massive 
regeneration which is planned for the centre of 
Dudley. 

They are calling on people to come forward 
who would be willing to help restore the theatre 
or even work there once all the work has been 
done. 


Malcolm Edwards, chairman of the local 
George Formby Society, is collecting a petition 
against the demolition plans and says he has 
been inspired by the Severn Valley Railway suc¬ 
cess. 

He said: “I work as a volunteer on the railway 
and the work in recent years that has been done 
by an initially small group of volunteers has been 
incredible. 

History 

“The response I have had so far suggests that 
a lot of people agree and are keen to see the the¬ 
atre back in use. 

“It has a great history, with past performances 
by George Formby and Laurel & Hardy,” added 
Mr Edwards 

“It stands on a gateway into Dudley and surely, 
if £6 million is being spent on a revamp of the 
marketplace, some money can be spared.” 


Mr Edwards, aged 75, has spoken to Dudley 
North MP Ian Austin, who agreed that some 
kind of action needs to be taken over the derelict 
building. 

Mr Austin said: “The Castle Hill area should 
act as a gateway to the town centre and the Hip¬ 
podrome should be a feature Dudley can be 
proud of. 

The MP talking about the massive regenera¬ 
tion planned for other attractions to the town 
said: “It’s just yards from two of town’s biggest 
tourist attractions - the zoo and castle, and the 
Black Country Museum but the paint is peeling, 
there are enormous weeds and there’s graffiti on 
the walls. 

“It gives a terrible impression of the town and 
I can’t understand why the council hasn’t sorted 
it out.” 

Dudley Zoo is celebrating 75 years as visitor 
attraction in the town.

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Fury on mail’s non-delivery 


RESIDENTS in two Black Country 
maisonettes are missing out on 
their mail - after it was decided the 
steps up to their homes were too 
dangerous for posties to climb. 

The 14 steps lead to the homes of Cara 
Southall and her family and Dean Hanzel, in 
Wordsley. 

Both residents are claiming the postman 
is not delivering any post to their addresses 
at all. 

But Royal Mail insists it is missing their 
letterboxes out only when the steps are wet 
and slippery. 

Miss Southall, aged 21, says she has no 
difficulty climbing the single flight leading 
to her home with a pushchair carrying her 
one-year-old daughter. 


But she recently almost missed her 
daughter Amelia’s baby vaccinations 
because a letter from her doctor was not 
delivered. 

Miss Southall,partner Matt Taylor, 22, 
her five-year-old son Joshua and Amelia 
moved into High Street, Wordsley, about six 
months ago, at about the same time as 
neighbour Mr Hanzel, 21, moved in. 

“I saw the postman last week and asked 
him why we weren’t getting our mail and he 
said no postman would walk up the steps 
because there was no handrail,” he said. 

Sorting 

Mr Hanzel eventually went to the sorting 
office in Stourbridge, about three miles 
away, to collect the post. 

Miss Southall said: “When Dean went to 
get the post, there was a letter from the GP 
about going for Amelia’s 
injections, which we would 
have missed. That makes me 
angry.” 

Royal Mail spokeswoman 
Val Bodden said: “We have 
spoken to the customers liv¬ 
ing at the two flats and 
explained that due to the 
hazardous nature of the 
steps leading to their front 
doors, we will deliver when 
we consider it is safe to do 
so. 

“We apologise for the 
inconvenience caused,” the 
spokesman added.

Plans for £lm

PROPOSALS to pump in £1 million to boost economic 
regeneration in Wyre Forest have been approved by coun¬ 
cillors. 

District council leader Councillor John Campion said the 
move was a “significant” boost for the area and hoped the 
final plans would be confirmed in the new year. 

It was proposed as part of a draft financial strategy dis¬ 
cussed by Wyre Forest District Council’s cabinet on Tues¬ 
day. 

Councillor Campion said full details of how and where the 
money would be spent were still being finalised. 

More detail is expected to be announced at the council’s 
overview and scrutiny meeting on January 12. 

Councillor Campion said the council also wanted to host 
a public forum with business, partner organisations and 
residents about the proposals in February. But he did reveal 
that another four jobs are likely to go in the next few weeks 
as part of the financial squeeze faced by the authority. 

“Any job losses are regrettable but we are committed to 
having a workforce that the community needs,” he added. 

The draft financial strategy for the next four years which 
includes a proposal to freeze the District Council’s element 
of the council tax for 2012-13. 

The proposed net budget for 2012-13 is £12.6m, a reduc¬ 
tion of almost £lm or 7 per cent compared to the current 
financial year. 

This follows a reduction in the in the grant that Wyre 
Forest District Council receives from Government of 
£850,000.

Trauma centres bid 
to set up network 

HEALTH officials from across the West Midlands have got 
together to discuss plans which will see a new trauma net¬ 
work set up for the region to improve the standard of care 
for the most serious injuries. 

Under the plans there will be three major trauma centres 
in the region - at the University Hospital of North Stafford¬ 
shire, the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham and the 
Coventry and Warwickshire Hospitals Trust. Each of the 
four main hospitals in the Black Country will become 
trauma units and will link to the three centres when the 
new services come into force in March. 

But when the plans are in place, Dudley will lose 110 
patients, Walsall will lose 81, New Cross Hospital in Wolver¬ 
hampton will lose 70, and Sandwell will see 112 people 
treated at one of the major trauma centres.

A BREWERY has promised it will refurbish 
a landmark Black Country pub later this 
year after plans to carry out the work were 
delayed last year.

Brewery spokesman Liz Slee said: “We 
are looking to refurbish The Thorns Inn 
next year and are currently in the process 
of recruiting new tenants to run this popu¬ 
lar pub.” 

The pub which was well known for its 
carvery could again be reintroduced teh food 
service when the site reopens. 


New shelters at bus station

WORK HAS started on a £14,000 scheme to 
replace bus shelters at a busy, but outdated, 
bus station in the Black Country. 

Stands have been removed at Gornal 
Wood bus station and four new shelters 
installed in their place. 

It marks the end of a year-long project to 
improve the station, in the heart of Gornal 
village. The new shelters will have full 
power and lighting to help security. Centro 
says they have also been specially designed 
to allow the future installation of real-time 
information screens.

Talks between the transport authority 
and Dudley Council have been ongoing for 
most of the year to find the best way of 
improving the station. 

Plans were agreed following a meeting 
earlier this year, and the new shelters were 
then designed and placed on order. 

Centro spokesman Steve Swingler said: 
“Work has now started on removing the old 
shelters and the new ones are being 
installed. 

“These have been specially designed for 
this site and to accommodate future 
upgrades at the station. 

“The work should be a big improvement 
for passengers on the previous shelters at 
the site. We are delighted the work is now 
taking place on this development.”

Suspended sentence for thief 


A MAN who stole trolleys full of food 
and drink from supermarkets in the 
Black Country and Staffordshire has 
been given a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Dudley magistrates heard that Gary Holding, 
of Cradley Heath, had alzheimer’s and depres¬ 
sion following the death of his daughter. 

He was caught stealing whisky, meat joints and 
other food worth hundreds of pounds from stores 
around the region including in Netherton, War- 
ley, Lichfield and Tamworth. 

Holding, aged 51, of Sidaway Street, Cradley 
Heath, admitted stealing 48 bottles of whisky and 
vodka worth £400 on April 21, and two cases of 
whisky, 10 legs of lamb, 10 joints of beef and eight 
lamb chops, worth £375, on April 15 - all from 
Aldi at Cinder Bank, Netherton. 


He also admitted attempting to steal a trolley 
of goods to an unknown value from Aldi in 
Netherton on April 22. 

He further admitted stealing food worth a total 
of £152 from Aldi supermarket at Fazeley, near 
Tamworth, on October 10, food worth £124 from 
Aldi, Lichfield, on September 11 and meat worth 
£150 from Tesco Express in Tamworth, on Octo¬ 
ber 6. 

Supervision 

And he also admitted committing a further 
offence while subject to a two-year conditional 
discharge, imposed by Warley magistrates on 
March 23, for stealing items worth £273 from 
Sainsbury’s. 

Dudley magistrates gave him a prison sentence 
totalling 35 weeks, suspended for 18 months, put 
him under the supervision of a probation officer 


for 12 months and ordered him to complete 26 
sessions at an alcohol misuse group. 

He was also ordered to pay £400 costs and a 
total of £666 compensation for the thefts. 

Mr Paul Selby, defending, said Holding was 
currently on a detoxification programme and had 
sent a letter of remorse for his offences to the 
court. 

He added that Holding had been diagnosed 
with alzheimer’s and was suffering depression 
following the death of his daughter. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, told the court 
that, on April 15, Holding went to Aldi in Nether¬ 
ton with another man, who distracted staff while 
Holding pushed a trolley load of goods out of the 
store. 

The two men did the same on April 21 but, on 
April 22, Holding began to load a trolley but the 
manager was watching and, as he left and walked 
out of the store, he was detained by staff.

Previous owner Edward 
Gibbs said, in December 
last year that his £500,000 
damage claim had been 
rejected by an insurance 
firm. 

When the blaze broke out 
he re-entered the burning 
building before fire crews 
arrived to go to the rescue 
of two guests who failed to 
be woken by smoke alarms.

Public objections prompt a 
rethink on gipsy site bid 


FOUR of seven sites being considered for controversial gipsy and 
traveller pitches look set to be dropped after public objections. Wyre 
Forest District Council has been looking at seven potential sites in the 
district as part of a public consultation which has recently finished. 


Lighting theft 
outside church 

THIEVES stole floodlights from outside a 
Wyre Forest church during a Christmas 
carol service, police have revealed. 

A councillor has now issued an urgent 
appeal for information to help catch the cul¬ 
prits who struck at St Peter and St Paul 
Church in Rock, near Bewdley over the fes¬ 
tive period. 

Three floodlights mounted on 7ft tele¬ 
scopic, metal stands had been placed outside 
to illuminate a new path which is currently 
being built to provide disabled access to the 
building. 

However, when the service finished at 
around 5.15pm on Sunday, people walked 
out into darkness. 

Connected 

The floodlights had been stolen along 
with three extension leads connected to 
them. Church warden John Nott said that 
the floodlights, which were on yellow 
stands, had been borrowed from a parish¬ 
ioner and the church would now have to 
reimburse him. 

He said: “I’m appalled that anyone would 
stoop so low and take these lights from the 
church while we were all inside enjoying the 
service. 

“We will have to try and find some other 
way of lighting the path now as it could be 
dangerous if the weather turns icy.” 

Police are eager to hear from anyone who 
saw anyone acting suspiciously near the 
church. 


But it has been announced the ruling 
Tory party has decided not to support the 
sites at Lea Castle Hospital in Kiddermin¬ 
ster, Stourport Road in Bewdley, Sion Hill 
Middle School in Kidderminster and Manor 
farm in Stourport. It comes after strong 
opposition at a series of meetings where res¬ 
idents said the land was unsuitable. 

Although it will be up to the full council 
to decide exactly which sites are included on 
the final list, the decision is likely to go 
through as the Tories are the ruling party. 

Council leader John Campion said: “The 
people have spoken and we will act. It was 
right that the council put some of the sites 
recommended from the independent consul¬ 
tations out to public consultation. 

Emotional 

“We will now continue to work with the 
scrutiny process in the new year to identify 
how the unmet demand will now be met. It 
will ultimately be full council next year that 
will decide which sites are included but we 
feel it is right that we tell our community 
our position at this early stage.” 

A farmer who made an emotional plea to 
council bosses to rethink proposals for a trav¬ 
ellers’ site on his farm has spoken of his relief 
that the site now looks set to be dropped. 

Tim Barnes, who works the land at Manor 
Farm in Stourport, feared his farm would be 
put in jeopardy when council bosses 
announced it was one of seven sites being 
included in a consultation to find 43 more 
pitches for gipsies and travellers by 2022. 

Mr Barnes said: “We don’t know how to 
feel, it is wonderful news that it looks like 
it is going off but we have been so distressed 
by it all. It seems like it has been a waste of 
time and they are no further forward with 
it. We would just like to thank anyone who 
supported us.”

Dozens of adoption packs were 
snapped up for local animal lovers 
for Christmas presents. 

Zoo spokesman Jill Suddock said: 
“Penguins are top of the list - with 
Bob and Lucky as the favourites for 


people to adopt. We have the largest 
colony in the UK of endangered 
Humboldt penguins, with 56 birds - 
and people just love them to bits. 

“In 2012, which is our 75th 
anniversary, the penguins will 
feature very large, as we launch our 
Penguin Bay walk-through attrac¬ 
tion, where people will be able to get 
much closer to the birds.”

A FOURTH lane of the M6 in the West 
Midlands will only open when it is 
safe to do so, highways chiefs have 
said this week. 

It comes after it emerged the hard shoul¬ 
der between junction 10a at Essington and 
8 at West Bromwich was shut to traffic on 
more than 50 occasions since the spring due 
to cable thefts, camera and signal faults. 
The lane was meant to cut congestion. 

The main problems were between junc¬ 
tions 10a and 10 at Walsall which had been 
targeted by metal thieves. There were also 
problems due to a gantry sign having to be 
removed and replaced. 

The extra lane to keep traffic flowing at 
busy periods was launched by the High¬ 
ways Agency in March as part of a £150 
million scheme. But information released 
under the Freedom of Information Act 
shows there were at least 57 times when it 
was unable to open. This ranged from 
hours to days. 

It included 20 days for a gantry sign to be 
replaced southbound from junctions 10 to 
10a between March and April, delaying the 
full launch of the scheme. 

Cameras 

There was a 10-day period in September 
after metal thieves stole cables, knocking 
out CCTV cameras and signs. Camera 
faults taking up to three days to repair have 
also been reported along with signal prob¬ 
lems taking up to four days to put right. 

Highways Agency spokeswoman Jane 
Manning said: “Under normal circum¬ 
stances, the traffic flow on the motorway 
will determine whether the managed 
motorway with hard shoulder running 
comes into operation, so it may not operate 
every day. 

“Events which have prevented the safe 
operation of the managed motorway during 
2011 have included instances of cable theft, 
equipment faults, maintenance and 
repairs, and work on the motorway itself."

Bans keep 
hundreds of 
thugs away 
from soccer 


HUNDREDS of football thugs in the West Mid¬ 
lands are banned from going to matches in 
Europe after intelligence officers used covert 
cameras to record their behaviour. 


Police in the region have 
successfully prosecuted 300 
hooligans who caused trou¬ 
ble before, during and after 
games. 

They include scores of 
Wolves, Villa, Albion, Birm¬ 
ingham and Walsall fans. 
Birmingham City fans have 
the most bans. 

Blues fans top the list of 
shame with 82 banning 
orders in place - Villa fans 
have 61, Wolves 55, the Bag¬ 
gies 41 and Walsall 19. 
Coventry has 42. 

Among those given 
extended banning orders 
this year were eight Albion 
thugs who clashed with 
Wolves supporters at the 
Tame Bridge pub in Great 
Bridge. 

Glasses, stools and even 
beer barrels were used as 
missiles in a brawl following 
a game on February 20. 
Seven were jailed but all 
eight were given banning 
orders by a judge at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court ear¬ 
lier this month.

es, of West Midlands Police’s 
football disorder unit, said: 
“Banning orders are a real 
success because they work 
by stopping fans from doing 
what they enjoy the most, 
which is going to football 
matches.” 

Nationally, 3,089 English 
and Welsh fans were 
arrested at international 
and domestic games in 
2010/11, down 302 from the 
previous season - the lowest 
level since records began in 
1984/5. 

There were no arrests at 
70 per cent of games and 92 
per cent of those whose bans 
expired were assessed by 
police as no longer posing a 
risk. 

The number of football 
banning orders in place in 
November also fell, down to 
3,173 from 3,248 last year. 

There were 105 against 
Chelsea fans, 101 against 
Manchester United fans, 
and 98 against Newcastle 
United fans.

Plan for quarry likely to go 
ahead in face of objections 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for the next stage of 
development at a quarry in Kingswinford have 
been recommended for approval, despite 
objections from residents and councillors. 


Plans to change the access 
to Ketley Quarry are among 
a host of applications sub¬ 
mitted by site operators 
WCL Quarries Ltd. 

The latest plans focus on 
updates for site offices, the 
weighbridge, new security 
fencing, increasing car park¬ 
ing and opening up the use of 
the Dudley Road entrance. 

Some 25 people have 
objected to the partly-retro- 
spective application. 

But council planning offi¬ 
cers have recommended 
members of Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s development control 
committee approve the 
scheme when they meet on 
January 9. Levels of noise 
and dust have increased at 
the site, according to objec¬ 
tors. They claim mud and 
debris is being brought on to 
Dudley Road by up to 200 
lorries driving on and off the 
site per day. Objectors also

claim there are insufficient 
spaces for lorries to park on 
the site and are concerned 
about air quality. 

In a letter to the council, 
David Williams says he has 
lived in nearby Ploverdale 
Crescent for 10 years and is 
“horrified” by the plans. 

“The proposed WCL busi¬ 
ness model is totally 
unsuited to the location as it 
will create significant dust, 
noise, congestion, road safety 
risks and blight the lives of 
all those people who live in 
close proximity for years and 
years to come,” he said. 

Ward councillor Petter 
Miller submitted written 
objections. 

But a report to the com¬ 
mittee says officers are satis¬ 
fied the quarry operators are 
following rules set out for the 
site in 1997.

Many people 
in the community, including 
teachers and parents, want 
to keep the school as part of 
the Dudley family of 
schools, rather than see it go 
it alone.” 

But Chris Kelly, MP for 
Dudley South, said: “I wel¬ 
come the decision to apply 
for academy status and am 
delighted that the Secretary 
of State has approved the 
application. As a result of 
the Coalition Government’s 
Academies Act 2010, acade¬ 
mies now benefit from even 
greater freedoms to inno¬ 
vate and raise standards.”

Christian Church which is 
spearheading this work with 
the families and children.

The best is yet to come if the weather changes 


CURSE this infernal weather. The one 
thing you think you can rely on is the irri¬ 
tation of British weather, but even that 
has been a total letdown. 

All summer long I’ve been dreaming of an entirely 
white winter in order to maximise the smugness of 
being behind the wheel of this Q5: four-wheel-drive, 
high driving position, heated seats and even a heated 
cupholder. 

Yet in my part of the world at least, the temperature 
has barely been cold enough to qualify as autumn. 

In fact, it was only a few weeks ago that the Q5 was 
pressed into service for family holiday duties, one 
activity that usually guarantees rain.

Yet the sun beat down on the Q5’s grey metallic 
paintwork and I’ve still yet to vacuum the sand from 
the back seats. It made for a brilliant holiday vehicle 
though, as there was not even the need to use the roof 
rails. 

A11 the assorted paraphernalia that two boys under 
five could muster was easily stuffed into the generous 
boot. Even mum and dad had the luxury of taking 
more than one change of clothes. 

The run down to the south coast was a cinch too. 
Barely ticking over at 70mph, the 3.0-litre TDI diesel 
had no problem in achieving 40mpg or more, and yet 
the inevitable sluggish lorries were despatched with 
a brief squirt of acceleration. 

Luxuries 

The Q5 has the attentions of the boy racer brigade. 
Yet the 0-62mph time of 6.5 seconds leaves most of 
them trailing in its wake. 

I’ve also become far too accustomed to the Q5’s little 
luxuries. 

The standard black leather trim is probably hiding 
a multitude of sins, especially due to its black finish, 
while the Bluetooth connectivity and Audi Music 
Interface (iPhone or iPod connector to you and me) 
means I can listen to my awful music collection and 
make calls on the move, before arriving at my desti¬ 
nation with a fully-charged phone. 

And I’m not ashamed to admit I have used the 


climate cupholders on several occasions, even though 
it feels like an outrageous piece of technology. 

I’ve not even had a chance to try out the Q5’s towing 
pack, though if I have my way, the heavens will truly 
open and I’ll be towing everything in sight out of a 
ditch. 

Happily, the Q5 is already booked in to get a set of 
winter tyres next week, hopefully before the snow 
descends, and in fairness to the solid Quattro four- 
wheel drive system, it can only work with what the 
tyres can do. 

The winter boots are designed to work optimally at 
temperatures below 7C, which has only really hap¬ 
pened in the last week. 

The softer compound keeps it flexible when 
summer tyres start to stiffen up, and at 2am this 
morning on a damp and cold road, the first signs of 
the summer rubber starting to struggle were there. 

Not that you’d notice the Q5 breaking sweat. 
Unflappable and totally dependable is the best way to 
sum up its performance. 

Not a thing has gone wrong, malfunctioned or even 
gone mildly on the blink. 

The biggest problem I’ve discovered is that the 
giant washer bottle takes about 10 minutes to fill up, 
such is its vast capacity. But then you only have to do 
it once in a blue moon. 

So like every school child in the land, I’m praying 
for a series of snow days in the coming weeks to shut 
down all the key buildings and leave no option but to 
go out and play.

Sense of injustice 
gives Mick Blues 



Wolves 1 Chelsea 2 
by Martin Swain 


CHELSEA, it must be conceded, 
were worthy winners. 

But the manner of a defeat which turned 
the survival pressure dial another click to the 
right left the Wolves’ camp boiling with frus¬ 
tration at the start of 2012. 

Manager Mick McCarthy ignored all other 
debates to focus solely on the manner in 
which his team conceded Chelsea’s last- 
minute winning goal, joyously volleyed home 
from point-blank range by Frank Lampard, 
and coming five minutes after Wolves had 
pulled level. 

Molineux, however, preferred to fix its 
outrage on Lampard’s presence on the pitch 
to make such a late, decisive intervention on 
Monday. 

The England midfielder was probably the 
game’s best player but conceded he was also 
the luckiest having escaped with a yellow 
card when he scythed down Adam Hammill 
to trigger some feisty first-half exchanges. 

Edgy 

Certainly based on the Milijas Scale of 
Punishment to which McCarthy referred so 
entertainingly in his pre-match press confer¬ 
ence, Lampard should have been a goner - his 
studs were up and he was late, catching 
Hammill at the bottom of his shin. But he’s 
Frank Lampard playing against Wolves and 
not a low-profile Serb playing against 
Arsenal. 

Their sense of injustice fuelled, Molineux’s 
public roared their disapproval and played a 
positive role in helping their team create 
their most threatening moments - albeit 
from set-pieces - against a Chelsea side per¬ 
ceived to be nervous and edgy amid the 
turmoil of an unconvincing change of coach 
and Roman Abramovich’s itchy trigger- 
finger. 


But when the fury had blown itself out, 
Chelsea had refused to buckle and appeared 
to be coasting to victory, a 54th-minute goal 
from Ramires greeted by a rather contrived 
and stage-managed celebration with the 
under-fire Andre Villas-Boas which would 
not have been out of place in one of the West 
End’s hammy melodramas. 

Chelsea forgot to add authority in the 
scoreline to match the superiority of their 
football, however, and all those old McCarthy 
virtues - tenacity, stubbornness, unquench¬ 
able spirit - somehow found an equaliser 
from Stephen Ward which should have been 
enough to add a satisfying point to the two 
taken in the previous trips to Arsenal and 
Bolton. 

Instead, Wolves have been unable to 
recover the lost ground of their previous fail¬ 
ings at home and a daunting stretch of fix¬ 
tures approaches which will further 
challenge their nerve and resolve. Ignore, 


sadly, the comparative irrelevance of the FA 
Cup’s third round. It’s the league sequence 
which has got it all - derbies (against Villa 
and Albion), clashes against the elite (Spurs, 
Liverpool) as well as the return contest with 
QPR, who are sinking into similar peril. 

McCarthy has fortified his ranks with a 
couple of signings already and surely more 
will follow but, judging by the speed at which 
he was thrust into the starting line-up, it is 
clear he has great belief in another ‘borrow’ 
from one of the big boys, Arsenal’s 
Emmanuel Frimpong following a path previ¬ 
ously trodden by Jamie O’Hara and Darron 
Gibson. 

Frimpong’s daunting opening fixture pro¬ 
vided glimpses of the composure in posses¬ 
sion which is the trademark of his parent 
club and is so desperately needed by a team 
which - especially in this sort of company - 
still finds it extremely hard work to control 
possession. There was doubtless much disap¬ 


pointment that the manager recognised this 
shortfall and opted to approach this chal¬ 
lenge with a nod to Chelsea’s superior quali¬ 
ties. 

Steven Fletcher and Matt Jarvis, his 
team’s most effective forwards and most 
over-worked, were held back on the bench as 
McCarthy injected his starting XI with the 
fresh energy required to hustle and hassle 
Chelsea out of their stride. 

That his strategy was sabotaged by the late 
collapse of his right flank which enabled Fer¬ 
nando Torres - and if this is Torres in a rut, 
Lord help defenders when he is in form - to 
release Ashley Cole for the cross Lampard 
met with such decisive conviction. 

For once Richard Stearman had been 
unable to prevent the breach having opened 
the game with two decisive interceptions, the 
second a wonderful covering tackle on 
Lampard as he was about to score. 

Rattled 

But Wolves responded to the hostility 
Molineux aimed at referee Peter Walton for 
his subsequent ‘let off for the England 
player and might have easily taken the lead 
themselves, first with a Roger Johnson 
header which rattled the bottom of the post 
and then a Ward header which the full-back 
glanced wide. 

But Ramires’ goal was well-taken and a 
punishing blow to the home cause, a Juan 
Mata corner landing at his feet before he had 
the presence of mind to elude Ward and pop 
a rising, diagonal finish into Wayne Hen¬ 
nessey’s top right-hand corner. 

Wolves’ efforts to retrieve the game , even 
with Jarvis and Fletcher introduced, were 
laboured until more set-piece pressure fin¬ 
ished with Hammill clipping a delightful 
cross to the back post where Fletcher caught 
Jose Bosingwa off guard to set up Ward for a 
left-foot finish. 

It should have been enough to cap a decent 
festive programme with a decent festive 
point. That it ended in such despair for the 
home side spoke volumes for the battle now 
confronting McCarthy’s team. 


rHeading into 
new year with 
valuable point 


Bolton 1 Wolves 1 


OUT with the old, in with the new. The phrase used to usher 
in the new year could well be applied to Wolves as they 
signed off 2011. 

In this game, a truly awful first-half showing was 
replaced by a much brighter, more incisive performance 
after the break which saw Wolves on top. At half-time on 
New Year’s Eve matters must have weighed heavily on 
Wolves fans’ minds because their team was hopeless. Boss 
Mick McCarthy said it was the worst they have played. 


McCarthy had started 
George Elokobi at left-back 
for only the third time in the 
league this season and 
moved Stephen Ward into 
central midfield. 

‘Middle men’ Dave 
Edwards and Adlene Gue- 
dioura were on the bench, 
the former not expected to 
last 90 minutes after a 
recent groin injury and 
illness. 

With Ward, McCarthy 
knows what he’s going to 
et, and it would be harsh to 
lame those two changes 
alone for the collective no- 
show from the team for the 
first half. Thankfully, 
Bolton’s confidence and con¬ 
viction were as brittle as the 
visitors’ performance, and 
there was always the feeling 
that McCarthy’s side could 
find their way back into the 
game. 

Purpose 

Steven Fletcher’s diving 
header to cancel out Sam 
Ricketts’ superb curling op¬ 
ener came just four minutes 
after the restart and gave 
them plenty of time for the 
revival to get into full swing. 

The introduction of Ed¬ 
wards brought a much- 
needed positive feel to 
Wolves’ midfield, and his 
running and willingness to 
burst forward gave them 
fresh purpose.

Lampard admitted he 
could have seen red for his 
tackle, which sparked a 
rush of five bookings in 
eight minutes as Walton 
struggled to keep control.

It was a full-blooded 
game and I just apologised 
to the player because I was 
a bit late.” 

Wolves boss McCarthy 
said: “If it was a booking or 
a sending off then just deal 
with it.
